So far Michigan state and municipal 
officials have found no means of help­ 
ing the federal men.

But That s the Worst of It; 
Soldiers Have Very 
Little Complaint

BREST, Feb. 21.—The mothers 
of 
America, who are waiting 
for their 
boys to some home, may rest assured 
that Brest is not a ”pe3t 
hole,” de­ 
spite reports to the 
contrary. 
This 
assertion is based on official 
figures 
showing the sick and death rate here 
to be lower than in any other camp 
in France and on the results of a per­ 
sonal investigation by the correspond­ 
ent. 
Brest was selected as the chief port 
for the arrival of American troops in 
France prim arily because it 
is 
the 
closest to the United States and the 
dangers of the submarines and mines 
were lessened 
in 
consequence. 
Its 
strategic and geographical advantages 
outweighed its 
climatic 
drawbacks. 
The rain seems to fall everlastingly 
in Brest. 
The soft ground is usual­ 
ly a m orass of mud. 
But when rain 
and mud are mentioned, the worst is 
told. 
A trainload of soldiers, arriving at 
Camp Pontanezzen from the city, find 
Red Cross nurses waiting on the plat­ 
form to serve them with hot choco­ 
late, if it i» In the daytime. 
If it is 
at night the soldiers are given a big 
supper at a kitchen capable of feeding 
7000. 
W hen they arrive at the camp j 
proper they are billeted in tents 
or 
barracks. 
These tents 
are 
floored, 
have stoves and are 
equipped 
with 
bunks securely fastened in the side 
walls. 
They hold six men, each 
re­ 
ceiving more air space than the reg­ 
ulations provide. 
When given their 
choice, many new comers prefer the 
tents to the barracks. 
The same is 
true of a part of the permanent gar­ 
rison. 
There Is no question of their 
warmth. 
The correspondent 
visited 
several on one of the coldest nights 
Brest has experienced 
this 
winter. 
This describes the condition the aver­ 
age trainload of soldiers find bnt oc­ 
casionally the failure of transports to 
arrive on time results 
In 
crowding, 
causing emergency utilization of un­ 
floored tents. 
In such cases regular 
troops turn 
out 
and 
collect 
duck­ 
boards from storehouse 
with 
which 
temporary floors 
are 
made. 
Before 
the big dock kitchen was completed, 
the kitchen crews used to turn 
out 
and get up meals for the new-comers, 
no m atter what the hour. 
The tent areas are well drained, re­ 
gardless of the rain. 
The new-comers 
are warm and dry th eir first night. In 
the morning they are given a break­ 
fast of brazed corn bread, jam, or 
syrup, and coffee. 
They are given a 
bath, which is designed to remove any 
vermin, and leave th eir old clothes 
behind, receiving a com plete new out­ 
fit. 
Then they m m e to new 
quarters, 
either in tents or barracks. 
Dinner 
consists of roast beef, mashed pota­ 
toes, 
brown 
gravy, 
salad (usually 
made of cold beans, onions, tomatoes 
and pickiest, peach cobbler, coffee and 
of course, bread. 
For 
supper 
they* 
have 
Turkish 
stew, 
baked 
beans, 
creamed 
potatoes, 
bread 
pudding, 
bread and coffee. 
This is one day’s 
typical menu for m en 
and 
officers 
alike. 
The menu varies among 
the 
kitchens and from day to day. 
The 
result is that there is keen competi­ 
tion for the prize given the kitchen 
judged to be serving the men hest— 
a week’s leave every month. 
Some­ 
tim es as a result th e men 
get 
hot 
cakes and doughnuts for 
breakfast, 
pie for dinner, etc. 
The amount of food allowed to each 
man is unlimited. 
He can repeat th e| 
whole dinner if he desires. 
Feeding 
is dono on an exact schedule by which 
it is impossible for a man 
to spend 
more than thirty m inutes going and 
coming between the barracks and the 
kitchen, usually about twenty 
min­ 
utes

Kurt Eisner, Premier of 
Bavaria Is Assassinated 


AMSTERDAM, Feb. 21.—K urt 
Eisner, premier 
of 
Bavaria, has 
been assassinated, according to a 
dispatch from Munich today. 
Eisner was said to have been 
shot by Lieut. Count Arco Valley, 
who was fatally 
wounded 
by 
a 
guard. 
The reported assassination may 
be the result of a monarchist rev­ 
olution said to have broken out in 
Bavaria. 
Few details have been 
received of the revolt which ap­ 
pears to center in Munich. 
Eisner, 
a 
Socialist newspaper 


publisher, became prem ier when 
the Bavarian monarchy was over­ 
thrown November 8. 
He was bit­ 
terly opposed to the Ebert govern­ 
ment, believing it to be conserva­ 
tive. 
He was defeated in the re­ 
cent election to the 
national as­ 
sembly although he was a candi­ 
date in several districts. 
He at­ 
tended the International 
Labor 
and Socialist council in Be'rlin and 
returned to Munich 
by 
way 
of 
W eimar. Lieut. Count Arco Valiev, 
E isner’s reported assassin, comes 
from a prominent Bavarian fam­ 
ily. 


‘Tiger’ Will Be Out of Danger

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Sena­ 
tor Borah today delivered an ap­ 
peal to the Senate and the coun­ 
try to let “America First” remain 
the dominant doctrine.

Senate, 
Borah, discussing the league 
of 
Nations, said: 
That before it is ratified by the 
Senate it should be submitted to 
a vote of “ll the people. 
That it marks the end of 
the 
Monroe dictrine and of Washing­ 
ton’s teaching against 
entangle­ 
m ent in European affairs. 
That it* puts England far ahead 


of the United States as a world 
power by 
giving 
her 
colonial 
possessions six votes 
to 
Ameri­ 
ca's one in the league's council. 
That 
the 
league 
constitution 
was the biggest triumph, of Brit­ 
ish diplomacy in 300 years. 
That it is the first step in the 
birth of internationalism. 
“Let 
us 
inscribe 
loyalty 
to 
America upon our banner,” said 
Borah in an impassioned plea for 
Americanism. 
“Let us be true to 
ourselves first of all, and 
it fol­ 
lows then we cannot be false to 
anv one.’’ 


PARIS, Feb. 21.— Rumors were being 
circulated today that 
several 
plots 
have been unearthed in Switzerland, 
regarded as the hotbed of German and 
extremist conspiracies, in connection 
with the attack on 
Premier 
Clemen­ 
ceau. 
One report was that 
radical*

The plan for the League of Nations 
was not so “openly arrived a t” as 
President W ilson had led Americans 
to expect. 
Possibly the prelim inary 
work could not have been done in the 
lull glare of publicity—there w ere 
too many conflicting interests to rec­ 
oncile, too many sensitive statesm en 
and nations to soothe and harmonize. 
However th at may be, here we have 
the Constitution of the League, rep­ 
resenting the best thought of the in­ 
ternational convention of diplomats 
at Paris, frankly subm itted to the 
people of the world for th eir approv­ 
al. 
The peace conference Is not yet 
committed to it. The constitution is 
etui open to am endm ent 
No final 
action is going to be taken at Paris 
until all the nations concerned have 
had am ple opportunity to study the 
plan and register their opinion. 
Never before did any peace confer­ 
ence go so far as this. 
It has always 
been the practice of peace delega­ 
tions to agree among 
themselves, 
m ore secretly than the Paris confer- 


this point In the committee that pre­ 
pared the constitution. 
Of all the na­ 
tions represented, 
only France and 
C zechoslovakia voted for the inter­ 
national army. 
The big m ajority of delegates are 
convinced 
that 
the 
purposes 
for 
which such a m ilitary force would be 
intended eau be attained just as ef­ 
fectively, and much more safely, by 
means of the device adopted—a uni­ 
versal blockade, economically, finan­ 
cially and socially, of any offending 
nation. 
This can unquestionably be;’ 
made a trem endous weapon, when 
wielded by nearly all the nations of 
the earth acting in common and con­ 
trolling the overwhelm ing majority 
of the world s m aterial resources. 
There is provision for the use of 
force, too. as a last resort, if occasion 
ever dem ands it. 
The various mem­ 
bers of the League will be asked by 
the executive council to furnish ships 
aud troops to punish the law breaking 
nation. 
They will not be compelled 
to furnish them ; but honor and self­ 
interest will no doubt persuade them. 
Thus we should have another such 
group of powers allied for a common 
m ilitary purpose as we have had in 
the w ar against Germany, but with 
this 
difference—they 
would 
be 
brought into the field more readily 
and better prepared, operating from 
the first under a system of complete 
co-operation. 
On the whole, this plan looks like 
an effective guarantee of peace—or at 
least, about as effective a guarantee 
as the world is yet ready for.
